Fach of the air raid shelters at Exh Ling Shan has three doors. ‘Two doors 
lead to each shelter through siceac passageways about 150 feet in length 
constructed of reinforced concrete. wach shelter is about 1,580 fect long, 
15 feet wide, and from 7 to 9 feet high. The width of the tops (sic) of the 
three shelters is about 1,250 feet. All are interlinked. The sides of 
each shelter are supported by stakes. ‘Inside each shelter there are benches 
consisting of boards 6 inches thick and 8 inches wide which rest on concrete
